44 Enoch Henry Currier is the 
prinolpal of the school, and to him 
is due the credit of introducing 
music into the academy, Col. 
Currier believes that noaf unites 
realize the sounds of music even 
though they do not bear them, tor 
it is his opinion that sound waves 
are communicated to them through 
the pnenmojrastrie nerve, one of the 
most sensitive nerves of the whole 
hotly, which, tsstng connected with 
the diaphragm, solves to send im- 
pressions to ihe brain.

correctly according to the musical 
scale," said Col Currier. " For 
two years they march in time, they 
study in time, everything is done 
in time.

An important route to the brain 
is lie pnenmogastric nerve. It is 

this nerve that give* us a headache 
when wo eat too much, warning 
us i hat we are overtaxing the 
stomach This nerve connects with 
the diaphragm, which is similar 
in construction lo the tympanum of 
the ear, hut in normal persons its 
[lower ol receiving impression of 
sound waves is dormant. With 
the deaf-mutes the sen- 
activity of the diaphragm is 
immensely increased and the 
pnenmogastric nerve takes the pis 
of the ear drum and auditory noi 
in the normal person.
